By the Status of Forces Treaty, 
ratified July 15, 1953 at the direct 
insistence of the White House, our 
American soldiers and their de- 
pendents abroad have been turned 
over to foreign courts for civilian 
offenses. Thus, a French court re- 


cently sentenced two American 
boys to five years of ‘solitary con» 
finement for stealing a taxi while 
they were “high.” In Japan, the 
wife of an American soldier is 
awaiting punishment for the acci- 
dental burning of her rented home | 


iron. 


Other cases include that of a 
soldier convicted in a trial where 
he had not been allowed to put on 
his own witnesses; another soldier, 
sick with TB, was held in a damp 
underground cell; another, appeal- 
ing his sentence, had it raised from 
ten to sixteen. months. 


It is hard to get information on 
just how many of our American 
boys and their dependents are in 
foreign jails. The Defense Depart- 
ment is very sensitive on the mat- 
ter and refuses to give out detailed 
information. 

For some reason or other,’ 
though, this Treaty does not in-| 
clude members of our State De-| 
partment or those working for 
NATO. They are free to choose 
well paying jobs in the foreign 
service and they may quit when 
they like. But if they get into 
trouble with the law in foreign 
lands, they are hustled back to 
the United States for trial in 
American courts,

This, of course, is all wrong, and 
when you read of the Bricker 
Amendment, just remember that 
John Bricker is trying to stop this 
outrage.

© No Adequate Substitute 

A man’s job is a pretty impor- 
tant part of his life,-sometimes per- 
haps too important. At work he 
wants some appreciation and ap- 
proval of what he accomplishes. 
As a matter of fact, studies in in-

dustrial relations have shown that | 
within limits, this a more impor-| 
tant than salary. When a man pulls | 
off an important sale or concludes | 
a successful negotiation, he wants. 
and expects that the boss will pat, 
him on the back. Many a man has| 
squirmed throughout a whole day | 
when the boss failed to answer his | 
good morning. It is the same kind 
of feeling, although more intense, | 
that makes a woman burst into 
tears when her husband returns in 
ithe evening. 

But men must be cautious about 
applying all business techniques to) 
home life. There is a limit. A com- 
pany may ‘recognize and reward a 
man with an increase in salary. 
He is happy and Satisfied. He 
useS the same technique at home 
by giving his wife flowers, candy 
or some kind of gift. When she 
shows less than the expected grati- 
tude he is bewildered. For a wife, 
material gifts are rarely an ade- 
quate substitution fer love and 
affection. 

Women need approval too, per- 
haps more than men. For most 
wives the greatest and most cher- 
ished source of approval is their 
‘husbands. It is only in later mar- 
ried life when such appreciation 


can be partially indifferent to it. 
The good provider, as the epitome 
of husbandly virtue, went out with 
the last century. Too bad so few 
husbands seem to know it. 

In contemporary life the demo- 
cratic type of family is the ideal 
toward which we are moving. Some 
aspects of it may be questioned 
but it places great emphasis upon 
companionship, and. in the best 
sense of the word. Segregated ac- 
tivities along sex lines are less and 
less common in the twentieth cen- | 
tury. 

At the very time when this is 
occurring, however, some men are 
being pulled more and more out- 
side the home by economic pur- 
suits. These are rationalized by 
the false notion that through them 
husbands can give their wives and 
children more gadgets and clothes, 
albeit less of themselves. Few 
wives are happy about it but ul- 
timately some come to accept a 
car or cottage at a lake as the best 
substitute they are likely to get 
for a husband’s companionship and 
affection. 


Basic Human Desire 

Failure to display affection is 
less likely but not unknown on the 
distaff side. Men may be somewhat 
less articulate in their complaints.

feel about as damp, as cold and as 
small as an ice cube. Some women 
seem to process and» distribute 
conjugal affection like Birdseye 
frozen vegetables.

This does not mean that 
no youth defies the patterns. 
There are some who do, and they 
are recognized immediately as ex- 
ceptions. They seem to lose what- 
ever influence they might have 
had for changing the mores of the 
whole youth group. 


“The way in which the youth 
status has been institutionalized 
helps to account for the fact that 
these youngsters from 13 to 16 are 
neither serious nor responsible. 
Any pretensions they make for 
mature consideration are ridiculed 


by adults. Parents complain that} 


these youngsters are irresponsible, |- 
that their ideas are silly, and that 
their behaviour is erratic; but at 
the same time the parents will 
not trust the youth with responisi- 
bilities or discuss serious prob- 
lems with them, and as often as 
not they set a pattern of erratic 
behaviour themselves.” 

Youth activities alone won't 
solve the problem.

Mr. Waugh is here continuing 
the story of Guy Crouchback, an 
officer in the Halberdiers during 
World War I, which he began in 
Men at Arms. The new. book is 
practically unintelligible to one 
unfamiliar with Men at Arms. And 
even the person who well remem- 
bers the earlier work will not find 
the sequel particularly engaging. 

For one thing, it is far too 
episodic, lacking strong continuity. 
For another, it is ultra-British. Cer- 
tainly the publisher should append 
a glossary giving the meanings of 
the swarming abbreviations, col- 
loquialisms, slang expressions 
which will not only elude most 
Americans but also make vital 
sections of the novel all but in- 
comprehensible. 


Synopsis Impossible 


A synopsis of the story is im- 
possible. We meet Guy Crouch- 
back again, returned from mis- 
adventure in Africa at the start 
of the war, and heading into fur- 
ther misadventures during the 
war’s darkest hours for Britain.

It was widely regarded here as 
a communist gesture of concilia- 
tion and good will intended to 
impress the western leaders.

of Cardinal Mindszenty had been 
offered continuously throughout 
the Catholic world ever since his 
imprisonment. The story of his 
long ordeal at the hands of red 
inquisitors and his subsequent 
condemnation at the end of a 
“show trial,” in which he was given 
no chance to defend himself, has 
been told in books, in films, on the 
stage, and on television. 


Cardinal Mindszenty was ar- 
rested almost three years to the 
day after he was made a member 
of the sacred college by His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII.

He was 
garbed in his full episcopal robes 
when he was marched off to prison 
in. retaliation for his determined 
stand against nazism. 

Born in the village of Csehi- 
mindszenty on March 29, 1892 ofa 
family of pious, simple farming 
folks, Cardinal Mindszenty was or- 
dained in 1915, and consecrated 
Bishop of .Veszprem in March, 
1944. In the fall of 1945, he was 
made Archbishop of Esztergom, 
Hungary’s primatial See. When he

DR. STERN, who told the story 
of his conversion from Judaism in

lationship between psychiatry and 
religion—the of his most 
recent book, “The Third Revolu- 
tion.” His talk, produced by the 
National Council of Catholic Men 
over the NBC Radio network, was 
one of the Catholic Hour’s July 
series of talks on current topics 
by prominent Catholic laymen. 


A report on the first talk of 
the series, by Rep. Eugene J. 
McCarthy of Minnesota, has been 
placed in the Congressional Rec- 
ord, at the request of _Rep. 
Henry S. Reuss of Wisconsin. 


In his talk, Dr. Stern said that 
one of the fallacies widely held 
among religious people in their at- 
titude toward psychiatry is that 
“if there only were more faith in 
the world, people would not be 
nearly as neurotic as they are.” 


“Now, first of all, this is an over- 
simplification,” according to Dr. 
Stern. “For example, I can show 
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you a number of atheists who are 
what one commonly calis happy 
people and. have never known a 
sleepless night; on the other hand 
there are many good, even saintly 
people, in fact even some of our 
sreat mystics who are haunted by 
terrible states of anxiety and mel- 
ancholia. You see, that—fermula 
does not work, or, as it stands, it 
is too simple.

Notre Dame has announced a tui- 
tion increase of $50 per semester 
effective in September. 


In a letter to parents of stu- 
dents, the Rev. Theodore M. Hes- 
burgh, C.S.C;), Notre Dame presi- 
dent, said the university decided 
to raise its tuition “with the great- 
est reluctance.” The tuition in-. 
crease, he said, “was necessitated 
by the continual increase in edu- 
cational costs.” 


Notre Dame’s budget for the 
coming school year, Father Hes- 
burgh explained, is $2,600,000 
higher than two years ago. Even 
with the higher tuition, he said, a 
student will be paying only about 
75% of the cost of his education 
at Notre Dame. 

Financial support from alumni 
and friends and revenue from the 
University’s auxiliary enterprises 
enable Notre Dame to bridge the 
gap and balance its budget, he 
said.
